‘One Sunday Afternoon’ 
Gay Technicolor Film 


A gay, happy-go-lucky musical lark is Warner Bros.’ richly-tinted Technicolor 
film, "One Sunday Afternoon," with Dennis Morgan in top form, and Dorothy 
Malone, Don DeFore and Janis Paige, which opened yesterday at the Strand 
Theatre. Set against the bicycle-built-for-two era, the film is lavishly sprinkled with 
charm and appeal, with the accent on songs and laughs. Raoul Walsh handled the 
reins of this production. 

Any number of minute details accent this particular period, from the early 
Bloomer Girls and their chatter about emancipation, to the proverbial spin in 
the park on Sundays. The picture also utilizes music effectively, getting away from 
the stylized Hollywood and Broadway patterns of sudden solos or chorus break-ins. 
Bits of music filter into the scene. Dennis sings a stanza or two, then a group 
outside of the camera range picks it up and carries it on. Or Miss Malone, very 
charming in this musical, talks a little, and then turns her dialogue into words 
and music with the conversational theme thus built into close harmony. 

The plot is simple. Part of it is told in flash-back form. Dennis courts Janis, 
but loses her to the aggressive Don. Dorothy however is at hand and Dennis 
marries her, mostly out of spite. Later when Don has prospered overnight, he 
invites Dennis to join his firm. However there is a building scandal and Dennis 
takes the rap for his co-called ‘best friend.’ When he gets out of prison he is 
very bitter, and plans to take his revenge on Don. This occasion arrives suddenly 
when Don comes over to his improvised dental office at home for a tooth 
operation. When Dennis sees what a harrassed husband he is to the now 
tempermental Janis, he forgets the past. He now turns to Dorothy, knowing that 
they are really the happy ones. 

Ralph Blane has fashioned some rippling songs to accompany this tale. Old- 
timers are utilized effectively for background effect and the title hit, "One 
Sunday Afternoon" is reprised several times. LeRoy Prinz has handled the danc- 
ing chores to good advantage recreating the steps of the period with a flourish. 
The Technicolor is soft and harmonious for the decor and costumes. And Dennis

The new style of Broadway 
technique in musicals has been 
utilized in Warner Bros.’ hand- 
some Technicolor musical, “One 
Sunday Afternoon,” which stars 
Dennis Morgan, Dorothy Ma- 
lone, Don DeFore and Janis 
Paige, set to open next week at 
the Strand Theatre.
